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The National Industrial Recovery Administration at 
Washington has quickly reached the stage of abbreviation 
It is now called "Nira” (a reminder of the war time 
Dora) and the press of Canada is as much concerned in 
the success of Nira, as is that of United States. 

1 If President Roosevelt succeeds with Nira, it may pro¬ 
vide a lead for some similar Canadian policy. 

As the scope of the recovery plan extends, greater dif¬ 
ficulties rise, but there is no doubt that the spirit which 
initiated this nation wide program is gathering amazing 
strength, and Nira’s symbol of the Blue Eagle may be 
seen in all industrial areas from Boston to San Francisco. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s plan of raising wages and reducing 
hours in every field of industrial effort, brings Nira into 
conflict with various employers and labor organizations. 
Whether the situation is sufficiently serious to win ac¬ 
ceptance in all ranks, is the question on which the success 
of the plan hangs. Evidently Mr. Roosevelt and his bat¬ 
talion of brains, think it is. Their campaign for the re¬ 
storation of prosperity has every aspect of stringent war¬ 
time measure. But their war is against apathy and greed 
two of the most destructive qualities of the human race. 

About seven hundred industry codes have been submit¬ 
ted to Washington and assembled as a Blanket Code. In 
some instances employers have refused to accept the 
schedules suggested, claiming that they could not remain 
in business if doing so. Some express apprehension of the 
recognition given to the American Federation of Labor, 
which is receiving such prestige as it has not had since 
the labor shortage of 1917. A minimum wage has been 
seT'for lowest paid classes, and this may only be a step 
toward fixing all wages from bottom to top. 

If there was assurance that the measures being taken 
were emergency measures only, as in case of war, the 
American industrialists, both employer and employee, 
would probably stand back of Nira honestly and conscien¬ 
tiously. - r 

But the uncertainty as to how far this program will 
take them, is causing hesitation and conflict. 

Mr. Roosevelt has attacked his stupendous tasks hero¬ 
ically. He deserves nation-wide support, even though the 
success his proposals are not guaranteed always by pre¬ 
cedent. 

OH! HAPPY DAY 

Under the caption of “No More Poverty” an article by 
H. G. Wells loomed up the other day. It was a breath¬ 
taking thought, but a perusal of the story, is an anti¬ 
climax. It is not until the twenty-first century that pov¬ 
erty will be abolished. This is not of much practical bene¬ 
fit to those who live in the here and now, unless we can 
return for the experience. 

Mr. Wells predicts tfiat in 210G A.D. there will be no 
skyscrapers. Social life will be organized- round public 
clubs with sports’ halls, studios and other social-centres. 
He foresees a new era of homes, quickly erected and even 
more quickly demolished. “We no longer think it meet,” 
he writes, as of the year 2106 “to wear another man’s 
abandoned house than to wear the old clothes of the 
dead.” 

And speaking of clothes, he recalls the filthy twentieth 
century, when “men would wear their underclothes for 
years, having them painfully washed out, dried, ironed 
and returned weekly, and they would wear their complex 
outer garments with all the old fastenings, buttons, straps 
buckles and so forth, sometimes for years. They had to 
be made of dark fabrics with broken patterns to conceal 
their griminess.” But in the new (lay, he goes on, clothes 
are scanty and healthful, and are replaced at least every 
three days by new garments. Nothing is washed. Laun¬ 
dries are forgotten. Cobblers are unknown. 

And in the world of 2106, travel becomes the simplest 
of matters. Mr. Wells sees the ordinary man of the day 
arranging overnight for a vacation to the ends of the 
earth. Off he goes in the clothes he wears, armed only 
with his wallet, his identification papers, and perhaps a 
memorandum book or something he may desire to read. 
Whatever else he is likely to need he is likely to find on 
his way. Everyone moves about freely—and poverty is 
something about which one reads in history books. 

MITH TOO OPTIMISTIC 


Ontario’s attorney-general is touring in Greal Britain 
and recently addressed a Glasgow audience. In his talk 
he naturally boosted Canada, which was all to the good. 
But when he suggested that the Dominion was ready to 
absorb millions of British emigrants in the next 25 years 
he was surely allowing his enthusiasm to get the better 
of common sense. u. 

Not today, nor until we have emerged from this world 
economic slump will Canada be in a position to absorb im¬ 
migrants even in lots of thousands, to say nothing at all 
of millions. Not even if these British immigrants were 
financed over a term of years by British dole funds, as 
has been proposed, would it be safe for Canada at this 
time to open her gates to them. There still remains too 
great uncertainty as to the future to warrant any such 
magnificent gesture of optimism concerning it 

And, as has been said liefore, if t.here is any suggestion 
of assisted land settlement at this time, or at any time in 
which sons of Canadian citizens are anxious to settle on 
the land but 'are prevented because of lack of funds, first 
consideration should be paid to them and their needs. 

An eastern contemporary makes the suggestion that if 
there is disposition on the part of British authorities and 
financiers to invest money in the settlement in Canada of 
eligible Britishers now on the dole, th<*y might better send 
the cash to ( Canada for investment in industrial or other 
enterprises with greater chance of profitable return to 
themselves and of permanent advantage do this Dominion. 
—Calgary Herald. 



INFLUENCE OF PRESS 


Ontario and Quebec dirvisionss of the Canadian Weekly | 
Newspapers’ Association have named an editorial com-I 
mittee to draft out a ‘leadership” policy for the weekly 
press of the two provinces. 

Assuming rightly that the majority of weekly newspa¬ 
pers are politically independent, the committee will sum¬ 
marize certain policies and beliefs which might be promo¬ 
ted by the weekly press. When these are presented, fur¬ 
ther discussion will evolve Coherent principles which all 
weeklies can advance and follow up, for general national 
improvement. . 

The same plan might very well be carried out in the 
West. As has been observed by city editors, the country 
weekly is in close contact with the great mass of Cana¬ 
dian people. Its first duty is to record conditions in its 
own environment and urge such policies as will beneflt | its 
own area. But natibnal issues are Mo less important, and 
every community has/a tie-up with national affairs.

suffer, whether in the field of cattle raising, hog raising, 
sheep raising or dairy production, would be of value. A 
combined effort on the part of all weeklies would at least 
reflect public opinion. 

Similarly in the arena of wheat growing, the actual 
conditions under which farmers operate, the necessity for 
good farming methods, the eternal struggle involved in 
maintaining wheat standards, could well be kept constant¬ 
ly before the public. 

As a matter of fact, these features are stressed by the 
press, as well as any factors which would advance the 
condition of the primary producers. But if all Western 
weeklies pledged themselves to definite policies, the 
combined voices might have more influence, than by scat¬ 
tered suggestion. / 

Many other policies also suggest themselves as merit¬ 
ing the unanimous suppbrt of independent weeklies. 
Amongst these are the need of a greater government 
economy, the need of balancing the budget, and the need 
of a business administration for the nation’s business. 

The C.W.N.A. will hold its annual meeting shortly. It 
is to be hoped that it will discuss the sphere of influence 
of the weekly press, and adopt certain policies to which 
all may subscribe, and which will express the opinion of 
the man on the street, and the man in the field. Then the 
power of the press would be more than a phrase.

ed in the service of the people on a cost basis, thereby 
eliminating “present enormous interest charges.” The 
bank would be controlled by a board of governors appoint 
ed by the govemor-in-council from men suggested by 
major economic activities. 

The U.F.A. brief, contended, that it was impossible to 
obtain from the Dominion Government precise statistics 
bearing on the concentration of wealth. These, however, 
are available in United States, and there seems the best 
reasons for believing a similar condition is developing in 
Canada. 

Farmer, Dabt 

During the war, the submissions declared, farmers were 
urged to produce greatly as a patriotic duty, many of 
them going heavily into debt for both land and machinery. 
In 1918 and 1919 banks advised fanners to borrow money 
to produce cattle. When the 1929 deflation occurred, many 
farmers were still heavily in debt. Now they find them¬ 
selves practically without credit facilities, the hanks ap¬ 
parently' unable or unwilling to advance credit. 

It was declared it would be in the interest of Canada 
to see credit was available to farmers at greatly reduced 
rates, and efforts made to raise the price level of commod¬ 
ities. Banks, the U.F.A., declared, were charging farmers 
interest on loans from 8 to 12 per cent, despite the fact 
the Bank Act declares 7 per cent, to be the maximum. 

“Unfortunately, no penalty is provided for violation of 
this section of the act. So far as we know, this is the on¬ 
ly instance in which any law of Canada can be broken 
without making those who break it liable to pay a penal¬ 
ty for so doing.”

Old age pensioners in Alberta in¬ 
creased by approximately 817 for last 
month, compared with July, 1932, ac¬ 
cording to statistics released by 'the 
old age pension board. Last month 
there were approximately 6,662 pen¬ 
sioners, costing a total of $100,OfX), 
compared with 4,745 pensioners dur-^ 
ing the same period last year, costing 
$89,000. Cost in June, 1933, was $99,- 
000. There were 112 new applicants 
accepted for old age pensions last 
month out of. 171 applications. 

On Monday night, the town of 
Didsbury received a rude shock when 
a truck loaded with gasoline caught 
fire in front of the Bank of Montreal. 
Drums of gas exploded in all direc¬ 
tions, plate glass windows were shat¬ 
tered, and it was with difficulty a ser¬ 
ious blaze was suppressed. The truck 
was being driven from Turner Valley 
to Sylvan Lake with eleven drums 
of gas, and had stopped under an arc 
light to refuel the truck from one of 
the drums. Explosions of the drums 
were heard for miles and crowds ar¬ 
rived in no time from Olds and Car- 
stairs to see what had happened.

TOO MANY PROFIT 
MAKERS IN TRADE 

Mackenzie King Stresses “Secret 
Agreements’’ That Boost Original 
Prices 


Mackenzie King at Lethbridge en¬ 
larged on several points which he 
touched uport only ,briefly in High 
River. Speaking of liberating inter¬ 
nal trade arid putting' an end to artifi¬ 
cial price control he said: 

“By secret understandings and 
agreements there was a great spread 
between the price the farmer got and 
what the consumer'paid. In the cat¬ 
tle trade there was not only the buy¬ 
er’s profit, there was the profit of the 
slaughter combination; there was the 
wholesale houses' profit. The secret 
combines were the outcome of high 
tariffs in favor of special interests 
against the interest of the public. An 
investigation should be made. That is 
the way the Liberal party Would pro¬ 
ceed. Profits are necessary, but not 
profitsT for special interests ~ at the 
expense of the general interests. 

A Central Bank 

“The Liberal party,” said Mr. King 
“were pledged lo the control of cred¬ 
it. Credit is a public matter and notl 
merely that of bankers.. In pursu¬ 
ance of this policy there would be 
established a central bank, not a 
bankers’ bank, but one in the inter¬ 
est of the people. Capitalistic in¬ 
vestors are today getting the benefit 
of credit rather than the great body 
of the people. There was no need of 
a banking commission to tell us that 
we need a central bank.” The speaker 
criticized the formation of the'pres¬ 
ent banking commission, stating that 
interests which should be represented 
on it, such as the farming and labor 
interests, were not represented. 

“An investment control board was 
in the policy of the Liberal party,” 
continued Mr. King, “to prevent ex¬ 
ploitation of the public through the 
sale of watered stock and worthless 
securities. The safeguarding of the 
national railways in the public inter¬ 
est was contained in the Liberal pol¬ 
icy.” 

ONE INCH0FS0IL 
IN 10,000 YEARS 


“Many people look upon the soil as 
a cold, inert, lifeless mass of mere 
mud or dirt, about which there is lit¬ 
tle to know, and in which there can 
be no interest,” says Professor Sum- 
merby of Macdonald College. "Con¬ 
trary to this, the true facts are that 
if it is teeming with life; its history 
Is that of the history of the world; 
and its problems are so many and so 
deep as to challenge the best minds 
of the country. All soil was at one 
time solid rock. By a long series of 
chemical, mechanical, and biological 
changes it has been changed from the 
original rock into soils that now pro¬ 
duce grain, hay, pasture, apples, po¬ 
tatoes, violets and geraniums. Many 
are the influences which have operat- 
changeable, but, very slowly and sure 
ly, changes do take place. As meas¬ 
ured in terms of tie life of man, the 
soil is very old. Jt has been es¬ 
timated that the formation of one 
inch of soil from limestone rock 
takes about ten thousand years. The 
processes which have changed rock 
into soil are still going on and now 
exert a very important influence on 
the fertility of our soils.”

ANAC0NDA NO 2 
ON VERGE OF FLOW 


This Well is in the South End of 
Turner Valley 

Interesting developments may take 
place at Anaconda No. 2 well, in 
south Turner Valley, within the next 
few weeks, it was learned today. 

The company is running 10\ cas¬ 
ing to just above the Home sands. It 
was in the Dalhousie formation that 
Merland No. 1, large nearby produc¬ 
er, struck a heavy flow of wet gas, 
which ignited, destroying the derrick. 
Anaconda No. 2 is in a triangle, form 
ed by Merland No. 1 producer on the 
west, and the Marjon-Freehold "pro¬ 
ducer on the south.

States under the National Recovery 
Administration. Employers of labor 
refusing to accept the codes of Gen¬ 
eral Hugh S. Johnston are threatened 
with and subjected to boycott. The 
end may justify it, but it is a drastic 
operation. So far as employers of 
labor are concerned it is voluntary 
with them whether they accept or re¬ 
ject the codes, but what General 
Johnston says is “you may do as you 
please but If you don’t do what we 
please, we shall ask the people to 
boycott your goods.” 

• • • 

Governments have engaged in boy¬ 
cotts before but always against other 
countries. What are retaliatory tar¬ 
iffs, embargoes and anti-dumping leg¬ 
islation but a species of boycott? Bri¬ 
tain boycotts the Free State because 
of its failure to pay land annuities 
and the Free State answers it with a 
boycott of English goods. But this 
action of General Johnson is entirely 
different. Acting for the government 
he calls upon the people to boycott 
citizens of the United States who de¬ 
cline to carry out a voluntary pro¬ 
posal. 

« • * 

One effect of the act is to increase 
prices but that was one of its objects. 
We doubt, however, if an increase in 
the price of coal was contemplated, 
but the coal operators announce an 
increase of fifty cents a ton on an¬ 
thracite and give N.I.R.A. (National 
Industrial Recovery Act) as the rea¬ 
son. If they did not have that rea¬ 
son they would find another. The 
advent of autumn always means an 
increase in prices. They can see fall 
coming afar off and do not wait for 
the melancholy days when the frost 
is on the “punkin” and the fodder’s in 
the shock.
